In 1965 Truman Capote 
wrote the finest fact u a 1 
novel about m.urdei'crs, thoi]' 
victims and the law ever 
written. Eight year.s later, 
I, A P D Detective Sergeant 
Joseph Wambaugh, bost-srll- 
ing author of the fictional 
“The New Centurions” an.d 
‘‘The Blue Knight,” has writ¬ 
ten a book in ihe .same gen¬ 
re entitled “The Onion 
Field,” a long, sornttimi's 
very good, immen.soly read¬ 
able story whose p'imarv 
fault is that it .should have 
been better, and perhaps 
could have. 

“Th-o Onion Field” is about 
four men: two clum.sy .stick- 
up men, soeiopathic and bi¬ 
sexual Greg Powell and his 
sweating, gim-shy, mailatto 
partner, Jimmy ,'5mitli, and 
two cops. Tan Campbell and 
Karl Hettin^'er On a March 
night in 1963 the officers 
stopped the criminals’ car 
and v/hen Campbell went to 
question the d’iver he found 
himself facing a drawn re- 
volvw. Using Campbell a.s a 
shield, iHettinger was H'kc- 
wi.se disarmed; and the men 
drive to an onion field at 
tire foot of the Graiievine. 

At this nt.int ihe basis is 
.«et for a now famous Cali¬ 
fornia trial and f.ir an in- 
.side look at police psycho- 
Icgy. t-ie American jiudicial 
system and' llie effect both 
can have on a lone cop lost 
in .suicidal feeling,s of shame 
and guilt. 

Before the various trials, 
appeals, .Supreme Court de¬ 
cisions, reverals and re¬ 
trials were completed it bc- 
oamc- one of the lon-gost 
ease.s in California history 
(45,006 nages of transcript 
and lasting until tho ’7P’s), 
if not the most maddening. 
Wambaugh fills the p.age.s 
with .su’'pris:ng coincident es, 
incredible aneednies and ex¬ 
planatory di.gre.s.sions; but 
his eau.se here is to .show the 
.destmictive force of the 
police code of never-give-up- 
your-,gu.n upon Hettinger, as 
Capote’.s was to demonstrate 
ihe evils of the svstem of 
capital mmishmont. 

Blit Wambaugh is tho not 
the writer Capote is, being 
prone to such destructively 
melodramat'c lines as: “. . . . 
Karl’s heart began pounding 
with new vigor, as did Ian's, 
as did Jimmy Smith’s and 
Gre.gory Powell’s, as each 
approached his destiny.” Be¬ 
cause of this lack of .skill 
he fails to in.still (Hettinger’s 
story with the essence of 
true tragedy, .showing in¬ 
stead a nice .guy pushed into 
a very, very bad situation. 
He also inadvertently shows 
both the confirmed criminal 
a.nd cops to be in.stitutional 
men, uncomfortable outside 
their highly re.gulated or¬ 
ganizations. And becau.se of 
this we lump the officer’.s 
plight with that of the kill- 
er.s, losing sight of the 
plague that descended on 
the soul of Kan Heftinger 
and made him the .sure.st 
victim of that night in the 
onion field'.

The People Must Know

Well, what do you know, the Democrats took $G13,- 
000 campaign contributions from the milk industry while 
the poor Republicans only got a measley $577,000 from 
the milk people. But according to the United Press and 
published over the nation, the Republican contribution 
was a bribe to raise the price of milk. No one has said 
what the larger bribe to the Democrats was for. Maybe 
to raise the price of sour cream. 

While in the middle of negotiations to stop the Middie 
East war, an enterprising reporter from the Washington 
Post asked Secretary of State Henry Kissinger about press 
reports that he had ordered a tap on the telephone of 
Melvin Laird, assistant to President Nixon?

The Washington Post, with the interests of the United 
States at heart has just revealed the President used 62 
gallons of gasoline driving from San Clemente to Palm 
Desert and C. G. Reboso, Mr. Nixon’s friend was in the 
s,ame car. Further the Secret Service used 102 gallons of 
gasline to follow along. 

The Washington Post however, missed a very important 
part of this vital story by not reporting whether or not 
the President and Mr. Reboso stopped along the line to use 
the rest rooms. If they did, the Post should have told us 
how much water, soap and towels were used, and if this 
kind of use of natural resources was indeed damaging to 
the nation’s resources. 

Nor did the Post tell tlie world how many gallons of 
gasoline their investigative reporter u.scd to follow and 
spy on the President’s trip. Now such a serious omission 
is inexcusable, and denies to the people the right to know. 

While this was going on our esteemed Unit(>d States 
Senator, John 'funney was meeting in Los Angeles with 
700 “fashion" salesmen to advise them how to get 14 gal¬ 
lons of gasoline a week to enamble them to travel 22,000 
miles a year to call on their customers. 

Tunney said because “textile and fashions" was a 
priority business the same as agriculture, ho would write 
to William E. Simon, federal energy administrator to help 
the salesmen get the allotment they wanted. 

Tunney then said "If we had a President who was 
doing his job, we wouldn’t even be here having this meet¬ 
ing.” “Our i)ctroleum policy is controlled by a handful of 
men. The oil industry must be regulated.” But the .Sena¬ 
tor has never introduced such a hill. Why? 

Energy Crisis? 

By Congressman Thomas M. Rees 

Congressman 'Tliomas M. Rees (Democrat - California) 
recently expressed concern at the announcement that the 
Cost of Living Council may seek Supreme Court review 
of an appeals court ruling which would require the Coun¬ 
cil to disclose certain financial data submitted by the 
country’s major corporations. 

“The Cost of Living Council is considering appealing 
this ruling at the same time that energy director William 
Simon has taken the commendable and necessary stei) of 
ordering all 2,50 U..S. refiners to report figures on imports, 
production, ;ind inventoiies to the Federal Energy Office: 
Simon has also stated that FEO will audit the suppy, profit, 
and price figures of every refiner in the country. 

“It thus aptX!ars that a major cause of confusion in 
the handling of the energy crisis is within the Adminis¬ 
tration itself. The Administration is fighting itself on 
its own policy.” 

Rees was a leader in the House in gaining support 
last spring for the public disclosure amendment to the 
Economic Stabilization Act, The amendment, sponsored by 
.Sen. Hathaway, called for the Cost of Living Council to 
make public all reports on prices, costs, and profits sub- 
mitttHl by firms doing business of $250 million or more 
[)er year when such firms raised the price of a substan¬ 
tial product by more than 1.5 per cent on an annual basis. 

“The main reason for the Hathaway amendment was 
that we had to have .some way to analyze administered 
prices. Those are prices that are not reached by competi¬ 
tion in the marketplace but are more or less agreed to 
generally; e.g., prices of gasoline at the gas pump, prices 
of shH'l, prices of automobiles. 

“In addition,” Rees continued, “the amendment gave 
the consumer sufficient information to challenge exces- 
sivi* price increases when they appear to bo unjustified. I 
still maintain that this kind of public disclosure require¬ 
ment is essential to maintain public confidence in ef¬ 
forts to combat inflation, and I was pleased to see that 
the amendment was upheld in the opinion handed down 
recently by the Temporary Emergency Court of Appeals. 

“It is ironic that Federal Energy Office seems to 
have realized that such public disclosure is in the public 
interest, while the Cost of Living Council may appeal 
the ruling. Perhaps the Administration should coordinate 
its thinking and use the power Congress has given it, 
so we can at last get down to the business of solving in¬ 
flation and the energy crisis.” 

Grassroots Opinion 

Bentleyville. Pa., Courier: “.Speaking of the energy 
crisis, a friend of mine in Washington, D.C. called atten¬ 
tion the other night to what he called the ‘second house 
mania’ in this country. He intimated that unoccupied sum¬ 
mer and winter second homes in the mountains and at 
the beaches, often with heat, lights and appliances aging, 
may b<> blamed for a part of the energy shortage. The 
same could be said for second, third and fourth automo¬ 
biles, cycles, boats, etc., largely idling for no necessary 
reason.”

Altavista, Va., Journal: “A logger operating in the 
Mt. Hood National Forest in Oregon has been using 
horses to haul logs and thus reduce the damage to the 
environment that his big trucks had been causing. How¬ 
ever, much of his logging work has been taking place 
above a water reservoir that serves the City of Portland. 
Some time back he was ordered to remove either the 
horses or the pollution they were causing. His solution: 
horse diapers. That’s right, the lumberman outfitted each 
of his nags with nappies — actually a canvas bag that 
hooks onto the harness and under the horse’s tail. Again, 
somebody had to do the dirty work — in this case, emptying 
the ‘diapers.’ But they’re saving the forest trails from 
ruination and it’s safe to drink the water in Portland. And 
organic gardeners in the area are delighted.”
